These deaths include those of 67 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but they do not include those of 47 persons who, though 
dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and 
the difference, 20, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the week, 
which is thus found to be 739.

These deaths include those of 49 persons with usual residence outwith 
the town of registration, but they do not include those of 47 persons who, though 
dying elsewhere in Scotland, had usual residence in one or other of these towns, and 
the difference, 2, falls to be deducted to get the corrected number for the week, 
which is thus found to be 532. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 22°3 per 
thousand, and the death-rate, corrected, is 11°5 per thousand. 

Compared with the rates for the previous week, the birth-rate is 2-1 above, and 
the death-rate 0°3 below. Compared with the mean of the rates for the three 
preceding weeks, the birth-rate is 1:6 above, and. the death-rate 0:1 below. 
Compared with the rates for the corresponding week of last year, the birth-rate is 0°2 
above, and the death-rate 2°1 below. 

In the individual towns the death-rate for the week, corrected, ranged from 15°3 
in Kilmarnock, 15:0 in Ayr, and 13:9 in Aberdeen, to 5°8 in Falkirk, 6:2 in 
Motherwell, and 6°5 in Clydebank. In Dundee it was 13:2; in Coatbridge, 12:9 ; 
in Edinburgh, 12:2; in Glasgow, 11°7; in Leith, 10°7; in Paisley, 105. in 
Greenock and in Kirkcaldy, 9-1; in Perth, 8°9 ; and in Hamilton, 6°6.

Compared with the returns for the previous week, deaths from whooping-cough 
are 4 more, from diphtheria 2 more, and from enteric fever 1 more, but those from 
scarlet fever are | fewer, from the diarrhoeas of childhood 2: fewer, and from measles

They are 1 more than in the previous week, and are 
equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1‘l per thousand. These deaths 
include 2 from enteric fever, 8 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 23 from 
whooping-cough, 6 from diphtheria, and 7 from the diarrhceas of childhood. 
Compared with the returns for the previous week, deaths from whooping-cough 
are 5 more, and from scarlet fever 3 more, but those from enteric fever and from 
the diarrhceas of childhood number the same, those from diphtheria are 2 fewer, 
and those from measles 5 fewer. Relatively high death-rates from these causes 
occurred in Hamilton (5:3), in Ayr (4°5), and in Paisley (2°9).
